hunting parties will also receive 
larger allotments restoring the 
maximum limits In effect before 
October 1, 1944 of 125 gallons 
quarterly for Inboards and 20 
gallons quarterly for outboards, 
subject to horsepower limita 
tkms.

Tire Dealers 
Must Register 
Under New Rule

All tire dealers must take 
inventory of their stock of 
Grade No. I and Grade II tires 
and tire certificates on hand as 
of June 30 and file such infor­ 
mation with the OPA, Frank 
Ryan, OPA district tiro ration­ 
ing representative, reminded to­ 
day.

Ryan said that all tire dealers 
were mailed inventory forms 
some time ago and warned that 
the deadline for turning them in­ 
to the OPA was set for July 10. 
Dealers who have not complied 
with this regulation may not 
legally transfer rationed tires 
after that date, he said.

Local ration boards are sup­ 
plied with a calendar telling, 
step by step, what the tire deal­ 
ers' responsibilities arc and are 
making an effort to sec that all 
dealers are supplied with them, 
Ryan said. However, if a dealer 
docs not receive this calendar or 
is not clear on just what to do 
he should get in touch with his 
board at once, he cautioned.
